Eads’ Jetties. 

WASHINGTON, July 18 —Captain Eads 
was recently in Washington on business 
connected with the jetties which he is 
constructing at the mouth of tbe Missis- 
sippi river. He says he has now four 
hundred men employed, and has pushed 
the work toward the deep water to the 
extent of over 3,000 feet. The water is 
about eight feet in depth over most of 
the distance so far reached. The im- 
provement is progressing at the rate of 
nearly 250 feet a day. The force will 
soon be increased. Captain Eads calls 
what is now being built, ‘Provisional 
ward,” which is to be strengthened and 
material'y changed as the work pro- 
gresses, it now serving as a barrier from 
mud and water. He expects in one year 
to reach water deep enough for the largest 
vessels, 

The Boy Murderer. 

Boston, July 18.—Pomeroy, the boy 
murderer, has written a history of hi: 
life, narrating his crimes and imprison- 
ment in the reform schocl. He retracts 
from his former confessions, and pro- 
fesses to have been a regular Sunday- 
school attendant in early life, and says 
he was not guilty of the first crime for 
which he was arrested, but was lead by 
the police into making the confession. 
Referring to the discovery of the remains 
of Katie Curran, at 327 Broadway, he 
doubts whether they are the remains of 
Katie Curran, and says he made a false 
confession, that his mother and brother, 
who had beer arrested for the murder, 
and whom he knew were innocent, might 
go freé. He says that lies were used 
freely all round by the witnesses at the 
coroner’s inquest.

Before the town was entirely destroyed 
it fortunately happened that the British 
ship Fantome was at Lanniun, where she 
landed her ma.ines which allowed the 
garrison to unite with some troops from 
Amapola in Honduras, to march to the 
rel.ef of San Miguel and put down the 
mob. The curate Palacios, at last ac- 
counts, was arrested with others that 
had participated in the outburst, and a 
good many of the inferior rioters had 
been shot by order of Presidept Gonza- 
lez, who had arrived with troops. With 
the hcue;s destroyed and pillaged the 
damage is cstimated at $1,000,000, and 
commercial failures are looked for. 
[he country has been declared in a state 
of seige, and President Gonzalez is tak- 
ing measures to establish order and 
bring the perpetrators of this digraceful 
outbreak to condign punishment. The 
DiarioSof the state and all the public 
prints abound in indignation against 
the priests, who were the instigators of 
of this savage and sanguinary affair, 
the Capilatuor Vicar ‘or the edict pub- 
lished by his order and the José Manye.

The following from the last day’s pro- 
ceedings of the cotton congress may be 
of some interest to our readers; 

The discussion of tbe direct trade un- 
ion was then resumed. 

Capt. Paine stated that 5,000 bales of 
cotton had been shipped direct within 
the last twelve months. 

Col. Sims. of South Carolina, intro- 
duced the following resolution: 

Having heard the statement of the 
secretary of the direct trade union of 
Georgia, we believe it to be am agency 
capable of accomplishing the objects had 
view, notwithstanding the difficulties 
they had to contend with, and recom- 
mend it to the consideration of the 
southern states.

According to programme, we stopped 
at New Holland Springs 20 minutes. A 
string band escorted us from the cars to 
the springs, one of the most attractive 
spots in Georgia. A large, bold spring, 
about ten feet square, with water nearly 
as Cold as ice, bubbles up here, and the 
strange part of it is, that in the same 
spring are four different kinds of miner 
ul water. After drinking several refresh- 
ing draughts, we were invited up to the 
hotel diging rooms where lunch awa t:d 
us. The inevitable ‘SO. A. P.” graced 
the table as well as many of the su! s an- 
tia!s and delicac:es of the season, to all of 
which the gang paid their most vora- 
cious respects. The genial Col. Nichols, 
well known in hotel circles, runs these 
Springs, and they are becoming a great 
summer resorf. But our time was 
soon out, and we were again 
speeding onward and upwards. From 
this place to our destination, through 
the courtesy 0° Captain C. O. Little, who 
by the way is an old army comrade and 
mess mate of the editor of the Times, we 
rode upon the engine of our train. From 
our position we had a splendid view of 
the magnificent scenery around us. Some- 
times huge mountains towering high 
aS®uve us would shut out the light of day 
upon one side, while on the other a dark 
chasm, hundreds of feet deep, would 
yawn below, while we crept in tortuous 
course in and out amon 

the vast masses of blasted 
ed rocks and excavated hills. Again with 
slow, caulious tread, we would feel our 
wuy over a dizzy tressle, one hundred 
feet from the ground below, or speed 
over the long, undulating track, that 
would occasionally stretch out for a mile 
or two as straight as an arrow.

At2p.m. we reached Toccoa City, 
a growing litte town of some six or 
eight hundred inhabitants. A ride of 
half an hour, and we stood before the 
most beautiful sight that it has been our 
fortune to sce. Our readers will expect 
us to-describe the scené, but its beauty 
and grandcur beggars all descriptiona, 
aud we can only give statistics. ‘Toccoa 
creck is a small strcam, but almost as 
clear as crystal, and at the falls shoots 
over a perpendicular rock one hundred 
and eighty-six feet high. Long before 
the waterreaches the basin below, it is 
broken into a mass of white foam and 
fiying spray that falls as gracefully as a 
bridal veil, over smooth polished bould- 
ers at the base, while hundreds of tinted 
rainbows span thé chasm from top to 
bottom. Our party lingered long over 
the lovely scene, some climbing to the 
top of the falls,others remaining below 
bathing in the basin worn out by the 
rushing waters. 

The editor of the Times, while at Toc- 
coa city, enjoyed the hospitality of Ma 
jor J. M. Freeman, senator from that 
district, who with Mrs. F., did every- 
thing in his power to render his stay pleas 
antand agreeable. Our reporter also 
felltato good haads at the home of Mr.

TALLULAH FALLS. 


Promptly at the time appointed, on 
l'riday merning, the quill drivers, forty- 
eight in number, set out in hacks, ear- 
riages and buggies, for the falls, distant 
fifteen miles.
